WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
An appeal to manufacturers of ma- 
}chine tools and their employes to 

speed up production in view of “the 
terrible urgency of the situation” 
went out to day from William 5S. 
Knudsen, production chief of the 
Defense Commission. 

The former General Motors presi- 
dent wrote the industry that it was 
imperative to obtain, machine tools 
swiftly for the production of air- 
planes, anti-aircraft guns, machine 
guns, torpedo boat destroyers and 
tanks. 

He told employes in the industry 
that they were even more important 
to their country today than sol- 
diers and sailors, because without 
munitions the latter were help ess. 

Appealing to the manufaciurers, 
he said they had already done 
“practically the impossible” in 
trebling their rate of output in the 
last two years. 

“Must Be Speeded Up.” 

“But the fact remains that prac- 
tically all of you are now quoting 
from six to 12 months’ delivery,” 
Knudsen wrote. “This delivery 
must be speeded up. 

“I am appealing to you to do the 
impossible again.” 

The commissioner said he was 
not telling the manufacturers how 
to do their job. 

“But if you could see as I do, 
from the inside, the terrible urg- 
ency of the situation, you would 
agree with me that I am not ask- 
ing too much in requesting that 
you use every conceivable effort 
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where such gifts would come 
from, she said from the Govern- 
ment, but added that they “ulti- 
mately would come out of the 
pockets of you and me.” 

“A certain number of people,” 
she said, “are under the impres- 
sion that we are giving aid to 
England, but we must face the 
reality that: we are being paid.” 
Cash gifts, she added, would be 
less likely than loans to involve 
this country in war. _. 

Sending of supplies to Eng- 
land, she said, also had been 
helpful to this country in that 
it had helped to stimulate in-

“I don’t see that there is much 
reason to talk about loans,” she 
added.

Five direct hits on a concentration 
of cruisers and destroyers in a 
British air raid on the Italian port 
of Naples Saturday night were re- 
ported today by a Royal Air Force 
communique.

Daylight Raids. 


A German plane dropped a dozen 
bombs on the outskirts of London 
today and unsuccessfully tried to 
shoot down barrage ballons. 

The plane dropped two bombs on 
a schoolyard, but no children were 
hurt. Other bombs demolished 
houses. Rescue squads reported 
three casualties and said they 
feared many others were trapped. 
The plane machine-gunned the 
area, chasing woman shoppers to 
safety in stores, 

An east coast lightship also was 
reported machine-gunned by a Ger- 
man plane and one crewman 
wounded. 

Railway employes reported that 
another German plane machine- 
gunned a passenger train in East 
Anglia, but the crew and passen- 
gers took refuge in a ditch. A fire- 
man wounded by a bullet was the 
only Casualty. 

Planes also were reported near 
Liverpool. 

A twin-motored German bomber 

dropped a stick of high explosives 
on the outskirts of a southeast 
coast town, 
' An official announcement said 
the daylight raids were made by a 
small number of single air craft. 
Bombs were dropped in East An 
glia and southeast England, but

Battle Likely to Last Sever-

ROME, Dec, 15 (AP). — Bitter 
fighting in the Libyan frontier zone 
and in Albania against severe Brit- 
ish and Greek attacks was reported 
today by the Italian high command. 


‘The British. attacks along the! 


-Libyan frontier were said 
oy aa made under bombard- 
ment of Italian planes which caused 
heavy casualties. 

The high command's communique 
said Greek attacks along the Al- 
banian battlefront were repulsed 
with “considerable” losses on both 


* gides. 


‘The Italian high command said 
yesterday that the battle in Africa, 
the fiercest Italian troops have 
known since the World War, “will 
jast several days yet—maybe even 
more than a week.” 

“Bloody Combat.” 

The communique told of “bloody 
combat from dawn to sunset,” 
acknowledged Italian withdrawal 
from Sidi Barrani in Egypt, and 
said that the pressure of the British 
drive continued. 7 

A supplement to the communique 
said that “as always our war bulle- 
tins tell the entire truth in good as 
well as bad fortune.” 

Observers were advised to reserve 
judgment on the final outcome. 
Speculations at this time, the high 
command -said, “would seem pre- 
mature.” 

The communique added, however: 

‘“Ttalian forces in Libya, aided by 
faithful Libyan troops, are fighting 
with extreme courage, contending 
the ground with the enemy hand-to- 
hand, ... 

“It is believed that Italian‘ forces 
actually engaged in fighting and 
those large numbers which are in 
reserve are more than enough to 
meet the situation.” 

The high command said the fight- 
ing was centering in the district 
of Salum, Fort Capuzzo and Bardia.

“Gen. Wavell’s heavy offensive, 
carried through with his armored 
divisions and motorized mercenary 


troops from all parts of the world, 
can at most force the Italians to 
delay somewhat their operations 
against the British oppressors of 
Egypt,” the newspaper said.

Those wishing to participate in 
the plan may buy any number of 
orange stamps, which can be ex- 
changed at groceries for any food 
not consumed on the premises. For 
each $1 of orange stamps  pur- 
chased, they receive an additional 
50 cents in blue stamps, which may 
be exchanged only for those foods 
designated as surplus commodities 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Those receiving cash relief in the 
form of WPA checks, aid to depend- 
ent children, old-age assistance or 
blind pensions, pay cash for stamps. 
Those on direct relief henceforth 
will receive stamp authorizations 
instead of food vouchers, although 
participation in the plan is volun- 
tary. 

Floyd H. Tnchscher, local repre- 
sentative of the Surplus Marketing 
Administration, said 3600 St. Louis 
retail food stores, including grocer- 
ies, meat markets, bakeries, confec- 
tioneries and vegetable stores, were 
co-operating in the plan.

THAI ATTACKS ON INDO-CHINA 
Ministry Declares Integrity of Far 
Eastern Colony Will Be

’ “Rigorously” : 

VICHY, France, Dec. 16 (AP).— 
The French Ministry of Colonies 
declared today that actions by Thai- 
land (Siamese) forces against “per- 
sons and property” along the Thai- 
land-French Indo-China frontier 
were “intolerable.” 

France “intends to maintain. the 
integrity of Indo-China rigorously 
intact,” it said in a communique, 
and asserted that the Thai Govern- 
ment should take tne frontier dis- 
orders in hand if it wished to 
“maintain normal relations with our 
great Far Eastern possession.” 

(Disorders and bombings have 
been reported for several weeks 
along the frontier where Thailand 
had made territorial claims on In-

Justice Roberts, in dissenting, 
declared that the majority opin- 
ion “rests on the conclusion that 
New River is navigable” and crit- 
icised this finding in strong lan- 


guage. 

He said it was not true “that 
where a stream in its natural and 
ordinary condition .is non-naviga- 
ble, a project to build a canal along 
its entire course, or dams and 
locks every few miles, at enormous 


expense, would render it a na 
ble water.” © 

“Who is to determine,” he asked, 
“what is a reasonable or an unrea- 
sonable improvement in the cir- 
cumstances; or what is a proper 
balance between cost and need? If 
these questions must be answered! 
it is for Congress, certainly not for 
this court, to answer them. 

Cites Criterion. 

“If this test be adopted, then ev- 
ery creek in every state of the 
Union which has enough water, 
when conserved by dams and locks 
or channeled by wing dams and 
sluices, to float a boat drawiing two 
feet of water, may be pronounced 
navigable because, by the expendi- 
ture of some enormous sum, such 
a project would be possible of exe- 
cution. In other words, Congress 
can create navigability by deter- 
mining to improve a non-navigable 
stream. 

“If this criterion be the correct 
one, it is not seen how any stream 
can be found not to be navigable 
nor is it seen why this court and 
other Federal courts have been at 
pains for many years to apply the 
other tests mentioned when the 
simple solution of the problem in 
each case would have been to spec- 
ulate as to whether, at ‘reasonable’ 
cost, the United States could ren- 
der a most difficult and forbidding 
mountain torrent suitable for the 
least pretentious form of water 
traffic.” 

In the case of New River, the 
dissenting opinion added, “Congress 
in the past has undertaken to ren- 
der the river navigable and decades 
ago gave up the attempt.” 

“Still we are told,” Justice Rob- 
erts commented, “that, at ‘reason- 


viga-| And

I think .the conclusion ‘reached by 
the courts below must stand unless 
the two novel doctrines now an- 
nounced be thrown into the scales 
to overcome it.”

One of the principal issues of the 
long-litigated suit was whether the 
Power Commission could legally 
take over (or recapture) the plant 
at the end of the 50-year license 
period provided. by the Federal 
Power Act. | 

The Government would pay the 
company ‘ts net investment in the 
property or the fair value, which- 
ever is the lowest, at the end of the 
50 years. 

Both the Western Virginia Fed- 
eral District Court. and the Fourth 
Federal Circuit Court held that 
New River was non-navigable in 
interstate commerce and that the 
project would not obstruct the nav- 
‘~ability of any other stream. 

Opinion by Justice Frankfurter. 

The 5-to-4 opinion, holding con- 
stitutional an attempt by Wisconsin 
to tax dividends of out-of-state cor- 
porations doing business within the 
state, applied specifically to a chal- 
lenge by the J. C. Penney Co, Jus- 
tice Frankfurter delivered the ma- 
jority opinion. 

Justice Roberts wrote a dissent- 
ing opinion in which Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justices McReynolds 
and Reed concurred. 

Justice Frankfurter said — that 
“the substantial privilege of carry- 
ing on business in Wisconsin, which 
has here been given, clearly sup- 
ports the tax.” 

“The fact that a tax is contingent 
upon events brought to’ pass with- 
out a state,” Justice Frankfurter 
added, “does not destroy the nexus 


between such a tax and transac- 


tions within a state for which the 
tax is an exaction... .” 
The tax was held unconstitution- 
al by the State Supreme Court. 
The 2% per cent tax, the’ State 
explained, was imposed on corpo- 
rate dividends paid out of income 


sin. The amount taxed was de- 
termined by the ratio between Wis- 
consin earnings and total earnings 
throughout the United States. 
Attorneys -for the companies ar- 
gued that dividends were taxable 
only by the state of incorporation 
and that Wisconsin could not im- 
pose such a tax on transactions 
taking place beyond its borders. 

The “Jim Crow” case which the 
Supreme Court agreed to review 's 
based on Congressman Mitchell’s 
contention that railroads must fur- 
nish accommodations to members 
of the Negro race equal to those 
provided white persons traveling in 
interstate commerce. His petition 
was dismissed by the Northern IIli- 
nois United States District Court. 

Granting of a Supreme Court re- 
view means that argument will be 
heard in a few weeks and there 
will follow a final decision. 

Mitchell’s petition said that while 
traveling from Chicago to Hot 
Springs, Ark., in 1937, on a first- 
class ticket he was “forcibly eject- 
ed” from a Pullman car in Arkan- 
sas and compelled to finish the jour- 
ney in a “Jim Crow” car. 


Lower Court Reversed in Railway 
Land Grant Case. 

The court reversed a lower court’s 
decision that the Northern Pacific 
railroad was entitled to compensa- 
tion for 1,453,061 acres in six West- 
ern states and returned the long- 
litigated land grant case to the 
Eastern Washington United States 
District Court for further proceed- 
ings. aif 

The court, in an opinion by Jus- 
tice Roberts, upheld the Federal 
Government in some contentions, 
but not in others. 

Solicitor-General Francis Biddle 
and other Government lawyers, 
said after the decision that some 
study would be required to deter- 
mine the exact status of the highly 
complicated litigation. The land 
involved is in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho 


and Washington.

Advices from Vichy to diplomat- 
fe sources here said Petain and 
his Ministers considered tHe re- 
quest, made through Laval before 
he was ousted as Vice-Premier and 
Foreign Minister last week, but 
turned it down. It was said they 
looked on the request as an Axis 
attempt to gain a foothold on the 
French Mediterranean bases. 


France’s Position “Delicate.” 

Interior Minister Marce] Pey- 
routon used the word “delicate” to 
describe the country’s position in 
warning newspapers to be careful 
in their handling of a swift-mov- 
ing series of events. 

These events included: 

1. Announcement from Vichy 
that Petain intended to. establish 
a consultative assembly to share 
“certain responsibilities” with him 
and his Ministers. 

2. The long-awaited return of the 
remains of Napoleon Bonaparte’s 
only son from Vienna to Paris 
which was said by informed 
sources in Vichy to have been an 
important factor in the _ crisis 
which led to Laval’s ouster Satur- 
day. 

What Laval Told Cabinet. 


Laval was said to have told 
the Vichy Cabinet Friday that Hit- 
ler, personally having ordered that 
“L’Aiglon’s” remains be sent’ to 
Paris to lie beside the body of his 
father, considered it a great gesture 
of friendship to the French. 

Laval, according to these re- 
ports, had indicated. to the Ger- 
mans that Petain would attend the 
ceremonies in Paris in person. His 
insistence on that point was said 
to have been the incident which 
exploded . Petain’s patience and, 
with the help of Peyrouton’s po- 
lice, blasted Laval out of the Gov- 
ernment. 

As a result, the build-up for the 
ceremony was swamped, not only 
in the foreign press but also in the 
French domestic press by the week- 
end events at Vichy. 

Petain was not in Paris and 
neither was Hitler, although there 
had been reports that Hitler orig- 
inally planned to be present him- 
self, side by side with the old Mar- 
shal. 

The French press, giving promi- 
nence to the ceremony today, said 
Hitler “invited Marshal. Petain to 
attend the solemn ceremony” but 
%circumstances prevented” the 
French leader from doing so. 

Assembly an Advisory Body. 

The new Consultative Assembly, 
Petain’s own creation, will act sole- 
ly as an advisory body and only 
when he — for its counsel. Pe- 
tain, it was announced, expressed 
the thought that the moment had 
come to submit many of the new 
state’s reforms, already mad, to 
the people. 

Peyrouton told newspaper men 
he could give no details of the 
makeup of the new assembly beyond 
representation in it of “political 
bodies which group leaders of all 
orders.”

Since the American Red Cross is 
a neutral, humanitarian organiza- 
tion, Norman H. Davis, its chair- 
man, is reported in informed quar- 
ters to be insisting that any Red 
Cross help must go “to all who are 
suffering in Europe.” 

The Red Cross, therefore, has 
taken the position, it is reported, 
that if and when it sends a ship- 
load of food to Spain, it must also 
be allowed to send similar help to 
infants and children in unoccupied 
France, the other victims of the 
war who most urgently need food 
now. 

No Actual Starvation Now. 

An authoritative American sur- 
vey of food conditions in Europe, 
now before the State Department, 
shows that none of the German- 
invaded countries will face actual] 
starvation for another five or six 
months. The State Department, it 
is said, will therefore defer any ac- 
tion on the relief plans for those 
countries two or three months. 

The same survey emphasizes, 
however, that Spaniards already are 
going hungry, with the situation 
daily growing worse, and that there 
is an urgent need for milk and vi- 
tamin products for children in un- 
occupied France. 

The Red Cross has in this war 
rendered assistance to Great Brit- 
ain, Norway, Belgium, France, The 
Netherlands, Poland, Finland, 
Greece, Switzerland and Canada, 
and has offered assistance to Ger- 
many, which replied it needed no 
help. 

The British have permitted medi- 
cines and medical supplies to pass 
through the blockade to unoccupied 
France, but have refused to grant 
permits for foodstuffs to enter the 
same area. A compromise of the 
American and British positions 
could be reached, it is thought, if 
the British would liberalize their 
definition of medical supplies to in- 
clude condensed milk and vitamin 
products, which are designed to 
ward off malnutrition.

The claim to superiority is based 
also on mechanical factors which 
are army secrets, such as the con- 
struction of tank radial motors 
and the thickness and distribution 
of armor plate. But one such ele- 
ment freely discussed is the new 
American caterpillar tread, with 
blocks of hard rubber instead of 
steel. It was worked out by army

Shtness, speed and durability. 


The rubber track, unlike the 
metal one, it was declared, can 
travel on paved highways without 
injuring concrete or asphalt. Dura- 
bility is estimated at more than 
1500 miles, after which the track 
can be reversed and used a second 
time over the same distance. For 
diffiquit terrain, a belt of steel 
blocks to be clamped over the rub- 
ber ones had been devised. These 
“grousers,” as they are called, will 
be discarded as unnecessary and as 
hurdening the vehicle with useless 
weight. 

The Armored Force Board, a 
testing agency at Fort Knox, is far 
from believing that mechanized 
equipment has already been _ per- 
fected. The rubber tracks, accord- 
ing to many officers, are too nar- 
row and should perhaps be dou- 
bled in width. The matter. of 
armament is likewise in a state of 
transition. Both light and medium 
tanks are impervious to machine- 
gun fire, whether of 30 or .50 cal- 
iber. In fact, it is the practice at 
field exercises to send the tanks 
through live machine-gun bar- 
rages, from which they return with 
as many as 50 nicks in the armor 
plate. Thus, it is held, the crews 
are habituated to confidence in 
their protecting walls of steel. 


To Mount French 75s. 


The 37-millimeter anti-tank gun, 
with which all tanks are armed in 
addition to machine guns, fires a 
shell which is disastrous to light 
tanks, but ineffective against me- 
dium ones except at close range. 
Therefore it is planned to replace 
them in all medium tanks with 75- 
millimeter guns, hitherto used as 
field artillery. That, in turn, will 
necessitate the construction of 
heavy tanks, with armor three or 
four inches: thick, which can defy 
the deadly explosive shell of the 
French 75. 

Contrary to popular belief, it is 
no longer the primary function of 
tanks to effect a break-through in 
enemy lines. That mission is given 
to diving bombers, artillery and 
combat cars, which are expected to 
“soften” a sector of the opponent's 


ifront often as restricted as 2500 


yards. Through the opening can 
then be poured division after di- 
vision of armored troops, ranged 
in a depth of many miles. Their 
errand is to strike far into enemy 
territory, paralyze rear installations 
and nerve centers, and prevent the 
rallying of reserves which might be 
able to pinch off the narrow salient. 
This process is known as the exploi- 
tation of a break-through. It was 
the “secret weapon” with which 
France was conquered in 17 days. 

Such tactics require that an arm- 
ored division must be a self-con- 
tained organism capable of operat- 
ing independently for several days 
when cut off from its own forces. 
Its unit is the brigade, of which 
there are two. The impact strength 
of each brigade consists of two 
regiments of light tanks and one 
of medium tanks, an artillery regi- 
ment of howitzers and throngs of 
machine guns, anti-tank guns and 
81-millimeter mortars. Then it has 
an infantry regiment for seizing 
ground impassable to tanks, hold- 
ing positions. they have captured 
and protecting them while refuel- 
ing, reorganizing or resting. This 
regiment differs from the usual one 
in that it moves in armored half- 
track carriers and is armed with 
a prodigious proportion of machine 
and anti-tank guns. 


Engineers to Clear Way. 
There is a battalion of combat 
engineers for repairing or con- 
structing bridges and removing ob- 
stacles. As communications. are 
particularly important, each brigade 
has a signal company. The service 
echelon is largely expanded over 
normal] requirements. There is an 
ordnance company to provide am- 
munition and spare parts to keep 
the fighting weapons and vehicles 
in operation. A quartermaster bat- 
talion supplies gasoline, oi] and ra- 
tions; it includes wrecking cars for

S blow after blow, in Albania, 
Ai Africa and at sea, continues 

to fall on Fascist arms, and 
the word “armistice” begins to make 
its appéarance in the rumor sec- 
tions of press dispatches, it may 
be useful to examine just what is at 
stake in the Mediterranean, what 
advantages Great Britain might de- 
rive from Italian surrender and 
how great a loss such a surrender 
would be to Germany. 


The greatest and most immediate 
advantages to Britain would be in 
connection with the prosecution of 
the war at sea. These may be con- 
sidered under three heads: (1) Pos- 
sible surrender of Italian warships; 
(2) release of British ships now 
operating in the Mediterranean; 
(3) reopening of the Mediterranean 
to British commercial] shipping. 


It would be quite likely that in 
the event of Italy’s asking for an 
armistice, Italian feelings might be 
salved by the British permitting 
the mere disarmament and intern- 
ment of the heavy units of the 
Italian fleet. As to smaller types, 
a rather different point of view 
might be expected. Italy has now 
(losses deducted) something like 50 
destroyers, 70 large torpedo boats 
(500-800 tons), 70 to 80 motor tor- 
pedo boats and 12 small mine-lay- 
ers. These would all be tremen- 
dously useful in the protection of 
British shipping in the Atlantic 
theater. In addition, Italy has 
under construction 12 small cruis- 
ers of 3300 tons and 41 knots speed 
which would make ideal ocean es- 
corts for convoys. These are all in 
advanced stages of construction. It 
is hardly to be expected that in 


the critical situation now existing 
with regard to convoys, Britain 
would not insist as a part of the 
armistice conditions on the handing 
over of these smaller ships, which 
would help so much. 


For Far East Service. 


The release of British warships 
now operating in the Mediterran- 
ean would affect something like 
40 destroyers, perhaps a few escort 
vessels and a substantial number 
of cruisers. A squadron of capital 
ships, with an aircraft carrier or 
two and some heavy cruisers, might 
become available for the Far East, 
where the appearance of such a 
British force, supplementing the 
light cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines of The Netherlands Navy, 
would provide a balanced fleet 
based on Singapore and Surabaya 
which would, in conjunction with 
American pressure from the east- 
ward, provide a sharp check to 
Japanese expansionist designs. 


The extent to which British naval 
units might be withdrawn from the 
Mediterranean would depend, how- 
ever, on certain other factors be- 
coming clarified. One is the posi- 
tion of the French fleet, which in 
that area probably involves one 
new battleship, seven or eight cruis- 
ers, 40 destroyers and a strong 
submarine force. The Spanish navy 
is not negligible, having six cruis- 
ers, 21 destroyers, 16 submarines, 
six large minelayers and a number 
of torpedo boats and escort vessels. 
Until the possibility of hostile ac- 
tion by these forces, or their pas- 
sage in whole or in part into Ger- 
man control, has been disposed of, 
the British cannot afford to with- 
draw as much of their naval force 
from the Mediterranean as might 
otherwise be possible. Moreover, 


should the Germans gain control 
of any ports from which their own 
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submarines might operate, the Brit- 
ish then would require escort ves- 
sels in the Mediterranean as well 
as the Atlantic. 

In the Eastern Mediterranean, the 
Greek navy can be of considerable 
help, however; it possesses 12 de- 
stroyers and 13 torpedo boats. The 
Turkish navy has four large new 
destroyers and a number of smal] 
craft, 

Rerouting of Shipping. 

The rerouting through the Medi- 
terranean of British shipping to 
India and the Far East, now pro- 
ceeding via the Cape of Good Hope, 
would be of very great value, pro- 
viding a net gain in tonnage which 
is difficult to estimate accurately, 
but which may be judged by the

Most trivial passions disappear 
when one faces as stark reality 
the possibility that all possessions, 
all freedom, even one’s country, 
may no longer be his own in a few 
short months. 

Class Distinctions Fade. 

There is something sublime in 
British reaction to blitzkrieg. 

The lady who wouldn't notice a 
woman of the “lowah clawses” even 
through a lorgnette now holds the 
slavey’s begrimed baby in the shel- 
ter. The limousine of the banker 
from “The City” loads up with 
Cockney workmen at a bus stop to 
speed them home. The maid sits 
in the mistress’ parlor for her cup 
of tea at night. 

The high and the low find they 
are actually just people whose 
knees can quake, whose hearts leap 
to throats, whose kinfolk are equal- 
ly precious and whose possessions, 
large or small, are slipping. 


In the presence of terror they 
feel the need of companionship and 
welcome who ever is closest. And 
great is’ their amazement to find 
that they like this: and the qual- 
ities they never suspected in one 
another. Even the one-time snobs 
seem glad of it. 


A Typical Example. 

We have an aging maid whose 
case, I think, illustrates one side 
of what the war is doing to peo- 
ple. 

She is on a small Government 
pension, earned by years of clean- 
ing Government offices. She had 
a husband once, but he went off 
to Australia after the other war. 
She possesses a tiny cottage, a cat, 
a teakettle, a washtub and a cot.

She began to talk while she 
worked; suddenly there were things 
to sa, beside “Oh, that awful ‘itler 
and ‘is hairraids.” 

Thickening bombardment event- 
ually made it undesirable for her 
to go home to her cottage at nights 
and she began staying with us. She 
visited her refugee girls and her 
house at odd times between raids 
and on Sundays.

“Equitable Distribution of Wealth.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

N his address read the other day to a 

convention of farmers at Baltimore, 
assembled to devise a legislative pro- 
gram to peg prices of farm products, the 
President declared that an “equitable 
distribution of wealth,” as an aid to the 
“under-privileged,’ was essential to na- 
tional] defense and the preservation of de- 
mocracy. 

Of course, he did not mean that every- 
body was to be made equal in wealth by 
legislative fiat, for that is an iridescent 
dream. Equitable distribution of wealth 
by any imaginable governmental policy 
is a stark impossibility. 

That dream might come true if we 
could, as Tom Platt once said, “legislate 
brains into the heads of fools and virtue 
into the hearts of knaves.” * 

If all men were equal in brain power, 
industry, thrift and vigilance in looking 
after No. 1, we would hear little about 
the unequal or inequitable distribution of 
wealth, for that great cause of human 
misery is obviously due to the grossly un- 
equal and terribly inequitable distribu- 
tion of those gifts of nature. 

There is no human power which can 
reform that great maladjustment and 
place its victims on a common plane of 
economic security, unless, perhaps, gov- 
ernment itself should take over control 
of the breeding of children. In the pres- 
ent state of public sentiment, that rem- 
edy is another iridescent dream, the real- 
ization of which lies untold centuries in 
the future. 

That wealth can be, and has long been, 
distributed by governmental power, there 
is no doubt, as witness the robber tariffs, 
farm bounties, and other bounties, and 
Government lending, but to call such 
methods of distribution of the private 
wealth of the people equitable is absurd. 

They are special privileges that strike 
at the very heart of democratic gov- 
ernment—“equal rights to all and special 
privileges to none.” 

For the Government to lay its hand 
©n one man’s money and bestow it as a 
bounty’ upon another, or to lend it to 
favored individuals and corporations to 
earn a private profit in their private 
business, is legalized robbery. 

It violates one of the most sacred con- 
cepts of American democracy and con- 
stitutional law. It is the exaet opposite 
of equitable distribution of wealth, for it 
is, beyond doubt, a_ special privilege 
wk only a few are permitted to enjo-~. 

Legislative larceny has indeed become 
a “conventionat-offense” sanctioned, for 
the time being at least, by the “moral 
forces” of the nation.

What have France and the anti-totalitarian cause 


gained in the exchange of Flandin for Laval as sec- 
ond in command of the Vichy Government? On the 


Laval had been pro-Nazi before the war, violently | 
so after the collapse of France, and so had Fiandin. 
Laval was an apostle of capitulation to the dictator- 
ships, as in the {ll-starred Hoare-Laval agreement to 
partition Ethiopia, and in the Munich Treaty; Flan- 
din was dubbed “Gauleiter” in the Paris press in Oc- 
tober, 1938, after his telegram of congratulations to 
Hitler on the Munich agreement, a message to which 
the Fuehrer replied with thanks. Laval and Flandin 
have been agreed in their condemnation of democ- 
racy and in their post-war efforts to help the Nazis, 
even at the expense of more hardships upon the 
French people. 

Though it would seem merely an exchange of one 
dutiful servant of Hitler for another, there is some 
encouragement to be found in so decisive“an action 
from the aged and feeble Petain as the ouster of that 
powerful intriguer, Laval. It had seem d for months 
that Petain was merely a pawn in the hands of his 
Vice-Premier, a dignified figurehead for the Nazi 
tributary known as Unoccupied France. If he has 
now actually roused himself sufficiently to fire La- 
val and order him taken into custody, if the dismissal 
is what it appears to be and not merely camouflage 
for an agreed-upon change of Vice-Premiers, then 
Petain may be capable of resisting Nazi control, 
after all. 

Obtaining release of the million or so French 
war prisoners still held in the Reich has been the 
great objective of Petain’s negotiations with the con- 
queror. To win freedom for these men, he has made 
many concessions, and preached collaboration to his 
people. Yet he has been reported to have drawn the 
line on any surrender of French colonies to the Axis 
and, in today’s dispatches, to have refused use of 
French ports for the sending of Nazi troops to re- 
lieve the staggering Mussolini. 

If it comes to a showdown, Petain is powerless, of 
course. He can only delay, not obstruct. Yet Hitler 
will go far in playing the devious game of negotia- 
tion, to win what he wants by agreement rather than 
by the use of force. 

Laval’s ambition had been to make France a full- 
fledged member of the Axis, even by means of taking 
his country to war against England, its recent ally. 
Flandin seemingly had similar ideas, but now, if 
Petain is indeed for the moment master of the sit- 
uation, the Nazis may find themselves in the em- 
barrassing position of having a problem child on 
their hands. 
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TAXABLE SECURITIES NO DRUG ON THE MARKET. 
Many arguments have been offered against tax- 
ing the income from the many varieties of public 
securities now exempt from taxation. <A favorite 
contention is that there would be little or no market 
for such bonds were this feature removed. 

For the first time, the Government last week 
placed on sale a wholly taxable note issue, in the 
amount of $500,000,000. And what happened? Did 
these securities remain in the Treasury’s vaults, 
without a buyer? Not/‘at all. Secretary Morgenthau 
reports that investors bought them all, and asked | 
for more. The issue was over-subscribed eight times. 
In the long run, of course, tax-exempt securities 
would command a better market than taxable issues. 
And a higher interest return will be necessary if tax- 
able securities become a permanent feature. 
theless, there is reassurance in the fact that this first 
issue was snapped up by investors. A safe invest- 
ment is still desirable, and the tax-exempt feature, 
it is shown, is not an essential in raising Federal 
funds. The experiment’s results should be one more 
bit of convincing evidence for Congress.

THE THREAT IS ENOUGH. 

The results of an investigation of the numbered 
ballot system in Missouri were printed in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. The conclusion reached was that 
under the present system it is possible to find out 
how a citizen voted, but that in practice it is prob- 
ably not often done. . 

It does not need to be done often. In fact, it needs 
to be done only rarely if at all to interfere with free 
voting in Missouri. If a clerk in a bank or the 
stenographer in an insurance office or a telephone 
operator in the City Hall knows that his or her vote 
can be checked through corresponding numbers on 
the ballot and the poll book, the danger of an im- 
properly influenced vote exists, whether the actual 
check is made or not. In all too many instances, the 
threat of a possible check is as effective as the check 
itself would be. 

The Post-Dispatch letter column has contained 
many complaints against our non-secret ballot, not 
only from Missourians, but from persons who came 
to Missouri to live from states which do have a 
secret ballot. These newcomers are invariably 
shocked when they find that Missourians submit to 
a system of voting which makes it possible for their 
employers and others, if they are so disposed, to find 
out how citizens mark their ballots. Our new citi- 
zens were not subjected to this invasion of privacy in 
their former states and they resent it in Missouri. 

A free ballot is the foundation of a successful 
democracy. Missouri has too long allowed this vio- 
lation, in both threat and practice, of its ballot box. 
Here is a first job for the new Legislature when it 
meets next month.

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CZAR PETRILLO AND THE ARMY BANDS. 

On the surface, it would seem that the president 
of the American Federation of Musicians might have 
the makings of a case in asking for a conference be- 
tween War Department officials and his union before 
army bands become regular contributors to radio 
programs. The musicians’ union has 158,000 mem- 
bers, and a prime reason for its existence is to protect 
musicians against non-professional competition. 

But we know more about James Caesar Petrillo, 
union president, than that he issued an ultimatum 
which caused the Mutual Broadcasting System to 
abandon plans for including music by the 104th En- 
gineers band in a program transmitted yesterday 
afternoon from Fort Dix, N. J., the first of a series 
of army pdst broadcasts designed to promote inter- 
est in national defense. | 

We know that just a year ago, this same James 
Caesar Petrillo, then president of the AFL musicians 
in Chicago, but already the dominant force in the 
union’s national affairs, arrogantly assumed the 
power to tell theatrical producers what their actors 
could and could not say on the stage. There could 
be, he ruled, no mention of John L. Lewis, then CIO 
president, in any play for whose performances Petril- 
lo’s AFL musicians played. 

As if this infringement on free speech was not 
enough, this self-appointed dictator of the world 
of music caused the Victor company to cease making 
recordings of the work of the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra last September. That the Boston orchestra 
paid its members a higher annual salary than any 
other orchestra in the country did not impress Pe- 
trillo. “If they are musicians,” he is quoted as say- 
ing, “they belong to me.” More than that, he claimed 
jurisdiction over great artists like Flagstad, Tibbett, 
Heifetz and Spalding, members of another union, 
under threat of banning them from public appear- 
ances with union orchestras—and that means all ex- 
cept the Boston. So far as the latter was concerned, 
he argued they would lose all union status if they 
appeared with a non-union organization. 

Army and navy bands are not to accept engage- 
ments in competition with regular musicians, Con- 
gress has established that as a principle. But when 
the War Department deals with James Caesar Petril- 
lo, it will want to remember that the man on the 
other side of the table is a boss who rides about in 
a bullet-proof car, accompanied by bodyguards, and 
looks on music as a racket instead of an art.

Or is it one of those little straws in the wind, in- 
dicating how the Chinese fighting has impoverished 
the Japanese? Should it, perhaps, give us pause be- 
fore we plunge into panic over the “yellow peril’? 
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THE PROBLEM OF THE ARMY. 

As relate¢ in a Post-Dispatch article yesterday, 
when Gen. Marshall was asked about the possible 
areas in which our military strength might find em- 
ployment, he said simply. “We must have a force 
sufficiently mobile to meet any situation.” 

Thus, in terms seemingly devoid of political con- 
tent, our ranking General states the problem of the 
army as it was recently discussed on this page. Our 
military men must look to the politicians and to the 
statesmen for guidance as they begin the training of 
thousands and thousands of recruits. 

One kind of training and one kind of equipment 
are necessary if the American army is to take the 
field on the European continent, another kind of 
training and equipment are in order if the territorial 
United States are to be defended, and even the na- 
ture of this is contingent, in great measure, on 
where the defense line is drawn. In other words, 
army policy follows foreign policy. If the latter is 
clear, then the former is simple. But so long as the 
Generals do not know what may be asked of them, 
they must be prepared for anything. . In terms of 
training and equipment, that probably means a little 
of this and a little of that and not enough of any- 
thing. 

It should be characteristic of an armed generation 
to know what it is about. Its policy should be clear 
and incisive, It is the single goal to which all ef- 
forts may be bent that make for military efficiency 
and also for national unity. 
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CHRISTMAS PRESENT FOR THE NEW LEGISLATURE. 

Missouri is a long step nearer modernization of 
its legal procedure thanks to the completion of the 
report of the State Supreme Court’s Committee of 
54 lawyers and legislators. This is the committee, 
headed by Kenneth Teasdale of St. Louis, which was 
appointed when the last session of the Legislature 
declined to do anything about procedural reform, 
asking instead for suggestions from the State Su- 
preme Court. 

Following its technique in setting up new rules 
for legal practice, the court appointed a joint state- 
wide committee to work out needed changes in the 
interest of simplification and the more prompt set- 
tlement of cases. The committee now reports alter- 
native plans to the Supreme Court, one overhauling 
the code from beginning to end, the other dealing 
with only the worst of the present evils. 

Whichever the Supreme Court recommends to the 
Legislature, the purpose will be the same: to mod- 
ernize our legal procedure and to eliminate the 
delays which now attend our suits at law as they 
drag their way through the courts. When the 
new Legislature meets next month, it will have 
the suggestions its predecessor asked for. There 
will be no excuse for stalling any longer on this 
overdue reform for Missouri litigants.

Members of the electoral college, which is dis- 
cussed in this article, are meeting in the 48 
State capitals today. 


AN you name two of your state’s elec 
C tors? Of course not. Yet the presi- 
dential electors of your state have the 

constitutional right to cast their ballots for 
President for any person they wish. How- 
ever, you need not worry about it. The over- 
worked Founding Fathers of this Republic 
wrote the Constitution before the birth of 
political parties. They really thought they 
were arranging for the Presidents to be 
chosen by a few wise men of each state. 

But when the American political parties 
were perfected, the electoral college became 
just an anachronistic and rather compli- 
cated means to register the majority in each 
state. Today, no voter intends to vote for 
presidential electors—he intends to vote for 
his favorite presidential candidate. And 
does. The electoral system practiced by the 
American people once. had some relation to 
reality, but now has none at all. 

Considering that this country is, and 
means to be, devoted to the principle of a 
limited majority rule, the out-of-date elec- 
toral system has had, and may continue to 
have some remarkable results. 

* * = 


In the election of 1876, the total popular 
vote gave a clear majority to Samuel Tilden, 
Democrat; but the electoral vote totals were 
so cloudy and dubious that the whole mess 
was referred to an electoral commission 
composed” of eight Republicans and seven 
Democrats. The Republican candidate, 
Rutherford B, Payes, as might be expected 
under the party system, won in the com- 
mission by @ vote of 8 to 7. This was an in- 
justice; the majority of voters did not get 
what they voted for. 

Again, in 1888, Grover Cleveland, running 
for re-election, received 100,000 more votes 
than his obscure Republican opponent, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, known chiefly for his dis- 
tinguished ancestry. But, because of al- 
leged pro-British sympathies, Cleveland lost 
the vote of New York’s Irish and with it 
the electoral vote of New York State. Har- 
rison, choice of the minority, became Presi- 
dent, and another injustice was worked. 

As a matter of fact, disaster did not fol- 
low these elections. Hayes was a very su- 
perior President; under Harrison, on the 
other hand, “statesmanship,” as Prof. 8. E. 
Morison has said, “reached a new low-water 
mark.” Nevertheless, the elections were 
close, and the issues not divergent-enough 
to cause any real loss of national unity. 

A preservation of national unity cannot 
be guaranteed in this well-known vale of 
tears. In the late national election it seems 
perfectly clear that a large majority of the 
voters wanted Roosevelt again. But, as 
Roger Babson pointed out, a reallocation 
of 1 per cent of the votes would have eleci- 
ed Wendell Willkie. 
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ity, let us suppose that agrarian America 
and the industrial workers break off the al- 
liance which has kept the Democratic party 
in office since 1932. Then something like 
the following could happen: There are 14 
states which can reasonably be called in- 
dustrial states, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Missouri, Indiana, Wisconsin, Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, California, Delaware. 

These 14 states have a total of 268 electo- 
ral votes, that is, two more than the neces- 
sary 266 to elect. Those states cast about 
32,000,000 votes or more. The remaining 
34 states, with 264 electoral votes, cast sev- 
eral millions less. Let us imagine the in- 
dustrial candidate carrying each of the 14 
states I have named, by a very narrow mar- 
gin in each, say from 500-vote pluralities to 
4000-vote pluralities. The total count in 
those 14 states might conceivably run like

It is mathematically possible, as you see, 
for one candidate to receive some 20,000,000 
votes to his opponent’s 18,000,000 and still 
lose the election by four electoral votes. The 
figures above are fat figures and assume 
that the American people are more interest- 
ed in this mythical election than in any 
other election,in American history—but that 
is possible, too. If and when it happens, I 
believe we can safely predict that blood will 
flow, provided that the choice of the minor- 
ity is prepared to enforce the decision of 
the electoral college. 

Article XXII of the Amendments should 
read in such a manner as to strike out the 
third paragraph of Article II of the Consti- 
tution, and substitute a requirement that 
the Governor of each state (or some other 
officer) shall transmit the election returns 
of his state to the President of the Senate, 
who shall then proceed in the same manner 
as he now does, in taking care of the elec- 
toral votes. It is very simple. 

Perhaps a “run-off” clause should be in- 
serted, in order that the election—in case 
no candidate secures a majority of the pop- 
ular votes—should not be thrown into the 
House of Representatives, where it might 
be treated as was the disputed election of 
1876. That would be expensive, but could 
be considered as insurance to safeguard the 
rule of the majority. 

- « - 

There are other benefits to be secured, too, 
not just the warding off of such a remote 
risk as 1 have pointed out above. For the 
first time since the Civil War, it would be 
possible to elect a Southerner to the presi- 
dency. Today, Southerners are practically 
barred because Republican votes, even if 
greatly increased, rarely mean anything 
when it comes to determine the electoral 
votes of the South. 

Finally, political sectionalism would be 
dealt a hard blow. The Democratic vote of 
the Northern rural areas would be assidu- 
ously cultivated, as would the Republican 
vote of the Southern rural areas. That 
rare species, the Mississippi Republican, 
could cast his ballot just as meaningfully as 
could the equally rare bird, the Vermont 
Democratic farmer. 

In the abstract, it would seem that Re- 
publicans would fight the proposed amend- 
ment, for they have much to gain in insu- | 
lating the nation against the effect of the 
Democratic majorities of the deep South. 
After all, there are 19 Democrats in Missis- 
sippi for every Republican, and that means 
17 Democratic votes are unnecessary and 
unused today, out of every 20 (the other 
two go to beat the lone Republican vote).

FEWER HASTY MARRIAGES.

[N marriages and hasty elopements are 

now checked in 80 states that require a 
period of waiting after application for a li- 
cense, a premarital health test or both. 
Twenty-three states now insist on waiting 
periods, while 11 of these and seven others 
refuse marriage licenses until health tests 
have been taken. The waiting periods range 
from one to six days; most of them are three 
to five days. 

Strictness in some states has driven im- 
patient couples to Gretna Greens in more 
lenient commonwealths next door, but many 
of these evasions have been ended in one 
way or another. The blood tests now being 
given have not been in effect long enough 
for a full appraisal of their value, but they 
are expected to reduce the rates for venereal! 
disease and to reduce drastically the bear- 
ing of blind and feeble-minded children.

Actor Gives . Shakespearean 
Recital for Benefit of 
British Relief.

" Without aid of special costume, 


|makeup or lighting, Maurice Evans, 


the actor, enthralled a capacity au- 


dience at the American .Theater 
yesterday afternoon with readings 
from Shakespeare, under general 
title of “Shakespeare in the News.” 
Evans’ appearance here was spon- 
sored by the Women’s Allied War 
Relief Association and are 
to go for civilian relief in England. 

To get ‘ere, the Shakespearean 
star, currently appearing on Broad- 
way with Helen Hayes in “Twelfth 
Night,” had to take a plane to Chi- 
cago after Saturday night's per- 
formance, coming on to St. Louis 
by traifi and returning by train im- 
mediately after the conclusion of 
a hour and a half lecture yester- 

ay. 

Clad in a double-breasted, gray 
business suit, with blue shirt, and 
carrying a large black notebook in 
his. hand, Evans looked like any- 
thing other than the gorgeously 
dressed monarch of “King Richard 
II” or the equally well garbed 
“Hamlet” of his former appear- 
ances here. Many of his Shakes- 
pearean excerpts he read from 
manuscript but in the case of se- 
lections from “Richard II,” “Ham- 
let” or “King Henry IV—Part 
One,” in which he also has played 
a few performances in St. Louis, 
he left his speaker’s stand and read 
speech or scene from memory, with 
full gestures. 

The very great authority of his 
interpretation was most apparent 
in these—two speeches from “Rich- 
ard,” the familiar “Of comfort no 
man speak” in Act III, Scene II, 
and “We are amazed” from Act III, 
Scene III; one of Hamlet’s soli- 
loquies, “O, what a rogue and peas- 
ant slave am I,” Hotspur’s defense 
before Parliament from “Henry 
IV” and Falstaff’s discour on 
honor. e

Evans also read John of Gatint’s 
tribute to England from “Richard 
II,” but, coming early in his ad- 
dress, it went by without applause 
as he continued with his lecture. 
His subsequent quotations covered 
a wide range of Shakespearean lit- 
erature, with “Othello,” “Pericles,” 
“King John,” “The Tempest” and 
“The Merchant of Venice” all rep- 
resented. 

Points he drew for his lecture 
were that Shakespéfre seemed to 
have “prophetic foresight” and that 
whole passages from his plays could 
head the column of the day’s news 
or might have come from the pen 
of Winston Churchill. He said the 
great dramatist never was doctrin- 
aire and “could glorify or debunk 
war,” as he chose. 

Quite as much enjoyed as Evans’ 
readings were his anecdotes about 
his career in the Shakespearean 
drama, beginning when he was 12 
years old and wore a blonde wig 
and pink tulle costume as Pease- 
blossom in “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” and_.continuing to the pres- 
ent. He defined his approach to 
the “unhealthy holiness” of Shakes- 
peare as that of an ignoramus who 
didn’t know too much about the 
traditions and therefore could take 
each play. as a new manuscript 
never before produced.

HITLER GETS A SETBACK 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


é6 HE Italian defeats in Greece 
Tana Egypt mean more than 
any event of the war since 
the failure of the attempted Ger- 
man invasion of Britain last sum-/ 
mer. They have gravely undermined 
the domestic position of Mussolini’s 
regime, as the calling out of the 
Fascist strong-arm squads for the 
first time since the castor oil days 
plainly proves. They have im- 
mensely encouraged the Turks, the 
Yugoslavs and the French coloni-' 
als in their all-important resist- 
ance, active and passive, to Axis 
ambitions in the Mediterranean.’ 


Such is the sum of the best 
opinion -here. The experts sstill 


wonder what will happen when the 
Greeks fight their way out of the 
mountains and into the Albanian 
plain, where Italian mechanized 
equipment will be more useful. Yet 
Sidi Barrani is. taken as disclos- 
ing a basic Italian weakness which 
Hitler can only remedy by extend- 
ing his lines still further to take 
over his ally. Meanwhile, the ex- 
perts are also taking solid satisfac- 
tion from another event—not head- 
lined, but closely related to the 
Italian defeats—which is already in 
the past. 


This event was the feature of 
grandoise diplomatic offensive by 
which Hitler hoped to make the 


British Mediterranean position un- 
tenable without striking a blow. 
Its last major maneuver was the 
Berlin visit of Soviet Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs Viachesslan 
Molotov, which took place many 
days ago. Yet it is only now, after 
giving the worst ample time to 
happen, that American and foreign 
diplomats have begun to uncross 


jalong on the German deal. 


sacrificing Italy’s. ambition for 
chunks of French Africa. 
Consequently, Mussolini inter- 
vened to upset the German-French 
negotiations. Petain is believed to 
have been stopped on his way to 
meet Hitler by an Italian emissary 
who flew to Amboise, met the old

over, because he felt cheated by 
Hitler, Mussolini launched his 
Greek campaign on extremely 
faulty information, in the frantic 
hope of simultaneously showing the 
Germans what he could do and 
nailing down a prize for himself. 
The experts here are almost unan- 
imous in regarding the showing-up 
of his ally as the price paid by Hit- 
ler for his chaffering with Laval. 


Checked by Russia. 


ONCURRENTLY, the offen- 
Cl sives Eastern prong was bend- 

ing. After taking Rumania, Hit- 
ler was briefly checked by a se- 
ries of bogus but seemingly threat- 
ening Russian maneuvers. If he 
had immediately presented ultimata 
to the Yugoslavs and Bulgarians, 
who were terrified by the fate of 
Rumania, most people here think 
he would have achieved most of 
what he wanted in the Balkans. 
Instead, he waited, making ges- 
tures towards Russia and finally 
inviting Molotov to Berlin. % 

When Molotov went to Berlin, he 
generally was expected to sell out 
in both the Near and Far East, 
throwing the Chinese overboard 
and promising to bring pressure on 
the Turks to let the Germans 
through to Mosul. His conversa- 
tion with Hitler lasted seven hours. 
No one here credits recent reports

Two-Pronged Drive. 


HE diplomatic offensive had 
T two prongs, Western and East- 

ern. In the West, Hitler wanted 
use of the French colonies as Axis 
bases, use of the French fleet to 
“protect” these bases, and a transit 
through Spain to attack Gibraltar. 
In the East he wanted domination 
of the Balkans, a Turkish surren- 
der and control of the Bosphorus 


road to attack Mosul and ultimate- 
ly Suez. This was the practical 
inner meaning of the big talk about 
the “new order in Europe.” 


The first moves were the German 
occupation of Rumania in the East, 
and in the West the Hitler-Laval 


conversations about French “col- 
laboration” with Germany. The 
Western prong bent first, when 
Marshal Petain refused to indorse 
Laval’s promises to Hitler, and 
thus also enabled Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco to resist the Ger- 
man demands. Meanwhile, Hitler 
had shown his hand to his ally, 
Mussolini, by offering Laval a deal 


and even belligerent stand. But 
he is thought to have practiced the 
passive resistance at which Rus- 
sians are so adept. 

On Molotov’s return to Moscow, 
a warning against joining Hitler’s 
new order was conveyed to Bul- 
garia through the Comintern, 
which is headed by the Bulgarian 
Communist, Dimitrov. The Turks 
were reassured instead of threat- 
ened, and renewed their determina- 
tion to fight if Bulgaria’s neutral- 
ity were violated. An advance 
through Bulgaria into Greece 
would not have been easy in any 
case, since there are two almost 
trackless mountain ranges to cross 
in the Balkan winter. The Turks’ 
firmness closed that road to giving 
the Italians aid. Then the Yugo- 
slavs, cheered by the Italian weak- 
ness, also refused to let German 
forces pass through their terri- 
tory. And the German offensive 
was halted in Rumania, where it 
had begun. 

To be sure, the halt may be only 
temporary.

PARIS (Via Berlin), . Dec. 16 
(AP).—L’Aigion, “The Little Eagle,” 
only son of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
came home yesterday amidst torch- 
lit ceremonies, indicating his pres- 
ent political importance although he 
has been dead more than a cen- 
tury and his father’s great empire 


is only a memory. 

Dignitaries of Germany and 
France solemnly accompanied the 
remains of L’Aiglon, once known as 
the boy King of Rome and later as 
the Duke of Reichstadt, to Les In- 
valides, where they will lie beside 
those of his father under the great 
dome of the museum. 

At was Hitler’s personal wish that 
tna be brought back to Paris 
rom his resting place in Vienna on 
the 100th anniversary of the return 
of Napoleon’s .ashes from St. He- 
lena. 

Midnight Ceremony. 


Otto Abetz, Hitler’s Ambassador 
in Paris, officially turned over the 
coffin to Admiral Jean Darlan, 
French naval secretary and per- 
sonal representative of the French 
Chief of State, Marsha! Philippe Pe- 
tain, who remained in Vichy. Ad- 
miral Darlan laid a wreath upon 
the coffin as it rested before the 
altar of the parish church in Les 
Invalides. 

Fernand de Brinon, French Am- 
bassador, thanked Abetz for the 
gesture by Hitler, which de Brinon 
said was the gesture of a great 
leader. 

The body reached Paris shortly 
after midnight. ,By the light of 
torches, German officers who 
brought it from the old Austrian 
capital turned it over to a detach- 
ment of German soldiers at the sta- 
tion. 

Then began a slow trip from the 
station to Les Invaiides, with the 
coffin resting on gun carriage. 
In front of Les Invalides, in the 
light of torches held by French 
gendarmes, stood Abetz, to whom

When Napoleon abdicated In fa- 
vor of his son, then 3 years old, 
the boy was taken by his mother, 
Marie Louise, to Vienna. Bona- 
parte escaped from Elba and, dur- 
ing the 100 days leading up to 
Waterloo, an attempt to kidnap 
the Prince and take him to his 
father failed. 

Napoleon once said he would 
rather the heir he had long de- 
spaired of having be strangled than 
brought up as a Hapsburg Prince. 

In the power politics follow- 
ing the Vienna Congress, Metter- 
nich frequently dangled the return 
of the heir as bait to the Bona- 
partists and as foil to the Bour- 
bons, but the Prince ultimately was

distance from London to Singapore 
as against the Cape route. The 
cumulative effect on the Atlantic 
situation of additional convoy es- 
corts and additional merchant ton- 
nage would be very great indeed. 

Certain other effects of an Italian 
defeat might also be expected. If 
the Mediterranean becomes a Brit- 
ish lake, the results to French North 
Africa must be carefully weighed by 
Gen. Weygand. Syria almost cer- 
tainly would become a British-Tur- 
kish sphere of influence. Resist- 
ance to Axis pressure throughout 
the Balkans would probably be stif- 
fened. Spein would find herself 
more dependent on British good 
will. 

In sum total, the improvement of 
British prospects in the Atlantic, the 
possible check to Japanese ambi- 


ity with violation of the Missouri) 


tions in the Far East, and the enor- 
mous enhancement of British pres- 
tige throughout Southern and South- 
eastern Europe and the Near East 
represent very great losses to Ger- 
many. Are these losses sufficient 
to cause Germany to undertake the 
risks of direct interference? This 
is a question which only Herr Hit- 
ler and his advisers can answer. 
If it be answered in the affirma- 
tive, how can such interference be 
usefully undertaken? 


Several Possibilities. 


There are several ways. Funda- 
mentally, these ways involve the 
employment of the powerful Ger- 
man army and air force, since 
Germany cannot help the naval 
situation very much. Germany 
could move directly into Italy, es- 
tablish air bases and employ her 
air force to attack the Greek 
armies and British shipping. This 
would mean a considerable exten- 
sion of her responsibilities, but its 
most dangerous feature is the need 
for relaxing proportionately her 
pressure on Great Britain, the 
crucial theater of the war from 
the German point of view. 


Germany could undertake a 
campaign in the Balkans to smash 
Greece; but a move into Yugosla- 
via now would almost certainly be 
resisted, the terrain is difficult, the 
communications are bad and grow- 
ing worse with the advance of win- 
ter. There is no assurance that 
German aid so sent would arrive in 
time; indeed, an attack on Yugo- 
slavia by Germany might produce 
a sharp repercussion by Yugoslav 
forces against northern Albania, 
thus administering the coup de 
grace to the Italians in that thea- 
ter, whatever the result of the 
German invasion in the north. On 
the whole, a winter campaign in 
the Balkans probablv offers more 
risks than advantages under pres- 
ent conditions; it is not nearly so 
promising as it seemed a few weeks 
ago. Even the Bulgarian route is 
now uncertain, and might be de- 
fended by both Bulgars and Turks. 


Attack on Gibraltar. 


Finally, abandoning Italy to its 
fate, but striving to offset the bad 
effects in the Atlantic and in 


victory, the Germans may decide 
to go into Spain, attack Gibraltar, 
use Spanish ports to extend their 
air and submarine operations 
against British shipping in both 
the Atlantic and the Mediterran- 
ean, and perhaps to try to rein- 
force by air the bridgehead in 
Spanish Morocco, thus keeping 
Weygand at least quiescent. This 
procedure seems to offer the great- 
est advantage for the least risks in 
the strictly military sense; it vio- 
lates the principle of concentra- 
tion less than either of the other 
two plans, presenting fewer of the 
dangerous aspects of a war on two 
fronts. 


In view of the rapid progress of 
Italian disasters, we should know 
very soon (1) whether Germany 
means to come to the rescue at all, 
or has written Italy off as a dead 
loss not worth the expenditure of 
German resources to succor; (2) if 
rescue is intended, just how Ger- 
many means to proceed to that end.

Green 
has announced he favors divorcing 
the Conservation Department from 
politics and placing it under a com- 
mission. The State division of the 
Isaac Walton League plans to spon- 
sor legislation at the next General 
Assembly to create a conservation 
commission with civil service em- 
ployes. 

Under the Democrats, the State 
civil service rolls have increased 
5704 persons. In 1933, when Horner 
first took office, there were 7638 
civil sefvice employes. On Nov. 30, 
1940, there were 13,342. It is agreed 
that most of the new civil service 
employes within the last eight 
years have been Democrats. 

By taking civil service examina- 
tions, employes hired by Stelle may 
prolong their jobs for several 
moths after the Republicans take 
over. G. O. P. leaders say it will 
take six months or a year to re- 
place Democratic employes with 
Republicans and theoretically, 
charges must be filed against a 
civil service employe before he can 
be discharged. 

Barriers Broken Down. 

Stelle himself has found numer- 
ous methods of circumventing the 
civil servicé law by reclassifica- 
tion of positions, reassignment of 
jobs and discharge for infraction 
of office rules.

The portrait, painted by Emil O. 
Strauss, Chicago artist, hangs in a 
business establishment here, and 
Milton Harris, proprietor of the 
place, says it has drawn much 
criticism from Santa Claus resi- 
dents and visitors. 

The objections, Harris said, have 
been made because the picture 
does not show Santa exactly in 
accordance with the popular con- 
ception. He has a broad face and 
stomach, but he wears satin riding 
breeches, fit neatly into leather rid- 
ing boots, and instead of a bulky 
fur-fringed coat, he wears a cape, 
fastened with a gold chain and a 
satin ribbon extends across the 
shirt front. 

In the original sketch, Santa was 
holding a plumed helmet and a 
sword, but that was changed to a 
stocking cap and a horn because, 
Harris said, the artist felt it “had 
a little too warlike appearance.”

S an integral part of the phys- 
Aica examination of recruits for 

the new conscript army, it is 
highly desirable, and even may be 
said to be necessary to have an 
X-ray plate of the chest taken in 
order to determine whether or not 
Press dis- 
patches tell us that the General 
Electric X-ray Corporation has 
been commissioned by the Surgeon-., 
General's department to prepare a 
candid camera which will make 
small X-ray photographs during 
physical examinations for the draft; 
the plates will be about four by five 
inches. The public may wish to un- 
derstand why such an apparently 
expensive method is necessary. 

In the first place, it is not par- 
ticularly expensive. In this modern 
way of doing it, the four by five 
plate film is arranged on an X-ray 
machine much like the film on a 
camera, and which. costs about 10 
cents. 

These films are unquestionably 
the best method of detecting and 
eliminating cases of tuberculosis 
in the routine examination of large 
groups of people. Before the days 
of the X-ray we developed a fairly 
able technic by the use of the 
stethoscope. In the hands of those 
who are very skillful this will un- 
cover many cases but the per- 
centage of error is about 25 per 
cent in group examinations even 
when performed by the most skill- 
ful and experienced men. The use 
of the X-ray fluoroscope, that is to 
say, the screen which is used with- 
out taking a permanent  photo- 
graphic plate, shows an error of 
about 13 per cent as against the 
plate method. 


. * 

THE X-RAY PLATE detects all 
kinds of cases—active, closed and 
inactive, and after this plate is 
examined other examinations will 
have to be made to see whether 
the case is active or inactive. 

To come down to the question of 
the ultimate cost, it can be said 


that the elimination of every active » A 


case of tuberculosis in drafted men 
would result in the saving of untold 
millions of dollars. The figures 
from the last war are staggering. 
Men were allowed to be inducted 
into the army with active tubercu- 
losis. In the course of time they 
got sick and there was no way to 
prove they did not acquire the tu- 
berculosis in service. Under any cir- 
cumstances, since the Government 
accepted them, the Government was 
liable for compensation and for 
care. 

The operating cost of tuberculosis 
hospitals was sometimes, as in the 
year 1926, nearly $11,000,000. In 
1940, 20 years after the war was 
over, it was over $6,000,000. In 1922 
there were over 10,000 tuberculous 
veterans in hospitals at the end of 
the fiscal year. In 1939 there were 
nearly 5000. It is estimated that 
the total cost of tuberculosis dur- 
ing and after the World War in 
compensation, hospitalization, in- 
surance and vocational training has 
been $960,90,000. i

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Child's Book | 
Should Tell 
Good Story 


By Angelo Patri 


HE first requirement of a good 

book for children is that it tells 

a story. A story is a delight to 
all children and their reading habits 
are set in the beginning by the 
stories they are told and those they 
read. The fairy tales come first. 
No modern book about cranes and 
engines will ever take the place 
of “Cinderella,” “The Ugly Duck- 
ling,” “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs.” 


Imagination is a royal gift be- 
stowed on all children for the good 
of their souls and the nourishment 
of their intelligence. A child reared 
on facts, nurtured on books which 
are written for the sake of a set 
vocabulary instead of the release 
of imagination, is a child cheated 
of his birthright to good literature. 


Nor do I agree with those who 
are afraid of such stories as Red 
Riding Hood and Jack the Giant 
Killer. Imagination, being upper- 
most, protects children from any 
feeling of terror about the wolf 
or the giant. They will laugh aloud 
at the discomfiture of the wolf, 
and that must be made clear with- 
out overemphasis, just as they will 
enjoy the giant’s defeat. The happy 
ending sets all things right and 
that is as it, should be with the 
stories children read. 


As they grow older their stories 
take on power. “Treasure Island” 
is a giant’s stride from “Jack the 
Giant Killer.” It stands alone, a 
masterpiece of writing for children. 
The next stride away stands “David 
Copperfield.” 
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CHILDREN WHO have read and 
reread—and that re-reading is what 
counts—these three books, are en- 
dowed with a taste for fine litera- 
ture which, if cultivated, will give 
them a background of culture that 
will be a satisfaction all their days. 

I have spoken about stories only 
because our children are likely to 
get an overdose of informative lit- 
erature. School libraries are often 
choked by such books, as if text- 
books were not enough. The young 
ones whose reading habits must be 
.set at the present time must be fed 
good stories. “They, having the 
habit of books, will learn to use 
the informative ones when they 
need them in high school and col- 
lege. 

These story books are tragically 
important in this day when ethics 
are at a low level throughout the 
world. Preaching by elders does 
little good. Our living example is 
too poor. The good story will make 
amends. It will instill what we 
seem to be overlooking—unselfish- 
ness, service, the triumph of right 
over wrong, the beauty of nobility 
of soul. 

I have named three that I believe 
essential in the education of our 
children. They are the peaks of 
literature. In between are count- 
less others that you can find by 
writing or talking to any librarian. 
If you are not acquainted with the 
librarian in your district you are 
overlooking one’of the people most 
valuable to the cultural life of your 
child. If you-have not given your 
child at least four good books this 
year you are neglecting his intel- 
lectual and spiritual growth. Chil- 
dren must read if they are to de- 
velop intellectually, morally, prac- 
tically.

“Powder River” Jack. Poet, 

writer, and a sort of traveling 
troubadour and ambassador-at- 
large for the West, “Powder Riv- 
er,” as the foreword to one of his 
books states, “is known to every 
cow-waddie from the Rio Grande 
to the Canadian line.” 

His full name is Jack H. Lee and 
with his wife, Kittie, he’s known 
to Easterners as well, because’ of 
his visits to the homes of bankers, 
statesmen, and all the persons of 
note he’s met at Yellowstone, Mex- 
ico, Canada, or any of the other 
places in the West that he calls his 
“stomping ground.” 

Summers and winters Jack and 
Kittie spend out West, at ranches 
and national parks, but between- 
seasons they travel around, which 
is how they happen to be in town 
now. We me: “Powder River” at 
a downtown hotel, a little late be- 
cause he’d just received a ticket 
for parking in the wrong place, and 
needed no introduction. A huge 
man with white hair, a bronzed 
face, and eyes that look as if they

The Army Engineers

é6 HE Infantry, the Cavalry, 
1 the dirty Engineers—” 

The reference to the un- 
washed condition of the Army En- 
gineers, in.the old army song, was 
probably the outgrowth of a mild 
jealousy on the part of the less 
skillful infantry and cavalry. 

Just as a civilian community re- 
quires roads, brides, railways, elec- 
tric current, buildings and maps, 
so does an army need all these 
things. To do these jobs the army 
maintains a permanent branch, the 
Corps of Engineers, trained in all 
fields of engineering. 

Enlisted specialists are trained 
for the Engineers at Fort Belvoir, 
Va. There are also numerous post, 
regimental and battalion schools. 
Practically every engineer company 
requires the following specially 
trained personnel: Blacksmiths, 
carpenters, demolition men (who 
handle high explosives), chauffeurs, 
cobblers, cooks, draftsmen, electri- 
cians, general mechanics, riggers, 
saddlers, wagoners, buglers, clerks 
and motorcycle riders. 

Other Engineers’ units, such as 
headquarters and service compa- 
nies, need stationary engineers, in- 
strument repairmen, lithographers, 
mimeograph operators, switchboard 
operators, photographers, power 
linemen, painters, rodmen, struc- 
tural iron men, clerks, storekeepers, 

Members of the Twenty-ninth En- 
gineers (topographic) are constant- 
ly in the field on surveying mis- 
sions. They can tell of experiences 
in Nicaragua, where they maoped 
a proposed canal route, in the Pine 
Camp district of New York State 
and on the Olympic Peninsula of 
Washington. The importance of 
field surveys is emphasized by the 
fact that the Engineers’ Schoo} at 
Fort Belvoir annually conducts an 
eight-month course in surveying, 
drafting and aerial photography 
and a parallel course in Map re- 
production and photography. 

‘The Engineers do — — cal 
and permanent work in peacetime, 
including the installation of utill-

ties and structures at camps and 
posts, and for years they have su- 
pervised the extensive levee work 
on the Mississippi River. The En- 
gineers afe, of course, soldiers, and 
in the field they move with tac- 
tical units and must be ready to 
fight with the doughboys 
the occasion demand. 

In World War I, Engineers filled 
a breach in an infantry line more 
than once, throwing down a shovel 
and a pick to snatch up a rifle 
and bayonet. Engineers are trained 
in combat fundamentals and the 
use of weapons and invariably are 
tough fighters. The branch is so 
well thought of professionally that 
the brightest young men graduat- 
ing from West Point usually select 
the Engineers.

Lazy T-E. I can remember one of 
those first winters, the winter of 
’*88 when the ranch owner who lived 
in England wrote to ask how the 
cattle were surviving, and Charlie 
Russell, the cowboy artist, drew his 
picture, ‘The Last of 5000’, which 
later became very famous. 


“We used to trail the cattle from 
the southlands up north, through 
the great spaces, when there were 
no fences between Mexico and 
Canada, You could see those long- 
horned steers, some of them with 
horns so long we'd have to turn 
them sideways to get them into rail- 
way cars, and they’d be stretched 
out 20 miles in a huge wedge shape, 
cowboys riding on each side. Some- 
times at night there might be a 
mad stampede and the only way 
to stop ’em would be to ride ina 
great circle until the steers piled 
on top of each other.

“There are cowboys today who 
follow the rodeos and ride tough 
‘horses, but their life differs from 
urs in that they sleep and eat in- 
tide buildings, whereas we used to 
sleep under the stars and follow 
the chuck wagon and the prairie 
schooner. The cowboys in those 
days were rough but they were 
gentlemen. I always said, ‘Any 
time a cowboy isn’t a gentleman 
then neither is he a cowboy.’ They 
were wild, impetuous youth, but 
they weren’t illiterates. Many col- 
lege men were cowboys because 
they liked the open spaces. 


“IT always grin when I see a pic- 
ture on one of those magazines of 
a couple of cowboys blasting away 
at each other. I knew some two- 
gun men who carried a gun on 
each hip so they could ‘fan’ ’em 
real quick, but that was for trouble 
with the Indians, not for each oth- 
er. We'd come riding into town, 
just overgrown boys with a super- 
fluity of health. If we did any 
shooting it wasn’t to kill, just for 
a rumpus. I remember once when 
I was working for Buffalo Bill, a 
bunch of us came into town and 
our cook got locked in jail. Well, 
we went out to the jail and tried 
to break the lock, and when we 
saw we couldn’t do that we ‘sneaked 
our loops down under,’ lassoed the 
jail and dragged it back down- 
town.”

“Powder River,” as natural as his 
colorful descriptive way of speech. 
As for exciting experiences, he’s 
been caught in blizzards, shot at 
by Indians, and done everything 
imaginable aside from meeting up 
with the Beeler boys. 


“Powder River’s only theatrical 
tour came when he went to Europe 
with Buffalo Bill and that was 
how he happened to meet his wife, 
Kittie, 

“That was in 1893, but it was 
1898 before I saw her again. I 
was in the Powder River country, 
when a fellow came up to me one 
day and said, ‘Jack, there’s a gal 
at the roundup wagon with the 
Circle Diamond people headed for 
Texas and she’s looking for you. 
Says her name’s Kittie.” ,I said, 
‘You mean Kittie Miller’—she’s re- 
lated to the 101 Ranch people of 
Oklahoma. Well, I rode over and 
I could see over the heads of the 
crowd of men and there was a lit- 
tle girl sitting on a pinto. I started 
to sing ‘The Red River Valley’ and 
as she turned around the other boys 
walked away, disgusted. We went 
to Albuquerque and were married, 
that was 42 years ago. 


“After we were married.we went 
to Texas but we liked the coolness 
of the North, so we went to Deer 
Lodge, Montana, to live. We still 
have a long cabin home 10 miles 
from there. 


“I remember in 1900 we traveled 
across the plains in a single cyl- 
inder automobile. We'd have to 
cut the fences to go through, and 
stop at ranch houses to get our 
bearings from cowboys, and then 
go over rough trails or cut across 
the hills. It took us three months 
to get from West Kansas to Texas, 
but we didn’t care because we 
always had enough to eat and we 
carried 50 gallons of water with us. 
The plains were beautiful then, 
covered with flowers, nature’s way 
of keeping the land from blowing 
away in dust. 


“I won’t say things were better 
in those days but I would have 
preferred to live then, and I’ve met 
a lot of poor, tired, sophisticated 
business men who'd have loved to 
live then, too. I can tell by the 
wistful looks sometimes. People 
weren’t any better or kinder, only 
it seemed so. Distances were so 
far that hospitality was supreme. 


Now there’s no distance. Last year 
we covered 75,000 miles flying with 
a friend of ours. We flew across 
those same plains at 175 miles an 
hour where years ago we traveled 
15 miles a day.” 

Part of “Powder River” Jack’s 
time now is spent writing. He’s 
written several books among them, 
“The Stampede,” a collection of 
stories in verse, and he’s written 
and collected hundreds of authen- 
tic cowboy songs. He doesn’t care 
so much for the radio variety, al- 
though he won’t admit they’re his 
“pet peeve.” He thinks a cowboy 
gentleman shouldn’t have any 
peeves. is 


“But I never can imagine a real 
cowboy sitting on a hill yodeling 
at the moon,” he says. “I al- 
ways thought yodeling pertained to 
Bavaria and the Alps. I say that 
with all due respect to the hill 
billies and entertainers because’ I 
wouldn’t want to hurt anybody.” 

Jack and Kittie do their travel- 
ing by car and when they get tired 
of that they travel by plane or 
train. 


“I like to travel like the birds,” 
Jack said. “I remember once 
somebody who'd met me asked 
Waite Phillips, the oil man, how 
to find Powder River, and Waite 
pointed to a flock of geese in 
the sky and said, ‘See those geese, 
well you just follow them. The big 
honker in front is Jack and the 
one trailing behind him is Kittie— 
they always travel 10 feet apart.” 

Jack is 68 now, but he can still 
play his guitar and sing with a 
full voice, and he admits he still 
“rides a snappy horse.” Kittie is 
now 71. 


“My wife, Kittie Lee, is a fas- 
cinating person,” he says of her. 
She’s working on the story. of her 
life now, and is going to be on the 
radio the first week of the new 
year on that program, ‘Your 
Dreams Come True’ to tell it. Kit- 
tie’s .about blind now, but she’s 
still awfully pretty and everybody 
loves her.” 

Her husband is particularly ar- 
dent, you gather, as you read in 
one of his books that Kittie was 
“born smiling,” and that “she is 
the type who never grows old.” 
One of his poems is called “Pretty 
Kittie Lee,” and the last verse of 
it goes: 

“Reckless and roaming we drift to- 
gether, 

Disregarding the storms and 
weather 

Taking life’s trails—and side by 
side 

We hope to travel the great divide.”

ASTERS of defense do not 
usually stop and figure out the 
exact whys and wherefores of 
each play. They proceed on the 
broader line of what is called, for 
want of a more descriptive term, 
technique.

As may be seen, the final con- 
tract was reached in peculiar fash- 
ion, and was none too sound, 
North, over his partner’s take-out 
double, attempted to show that he 
had considerably more than his 
previous pass and a present re- 
sponse of only two hearts would in- 
dicate. His three heart bid, in- 
deed, while stretched, was as good 
a bid on the aggressive side as two 
hearts would have been on the con- 
servative side. South’s three no 
trump was partly dictated by the 
fact that a raise to four hearts 
would permit East to lead through 
the spade king. (Naturally, South 
thought the ace was on his left.) 

West opened the spade ten, dum- 
my played low and East, seeing 
nothing to gain by playing the ace 
(the lead could have been from K 
Q 10) and thinking there might be 
some later use for an entry, mere- 
ly gave an encouraging discard, the 
seven spot. Declarer won andran 
off his four diamonds, In order 
to guard the heart suit, West had 
to let go the J-10 of clubs and a 
spade. Declarer next led a low 
club; West won and led a low 
spade. Now, the value of East’s 
first play became apparent. He 
could cash his good diamond trick 
before putting West back on lead 
for his two spade tricks. 

If East hdd followed the “nor- 
mal” procedure of putting up his 
spade ace at the first trick, then 
returning the spade seven, 
still would have been squeezed in 
discarding to declarer’s diamonds. 
But then East never could have 
regained the lead for the all im- 
portant diamond trick, and West 
would have been confined to the 
ace of clubs and three tricks in 
spades.

Prune Meringue Pie 

One baked pie crust; two-cups 
prunes, cooked; one-half cup light 
brown sugar (or granulated); one- 
third cup flour; one-fourth teaspoon 
salt; one teaspoon cinnamon; one 
cup prune juice; one-half cup 
orange juice; one tablespoon lemon 
juice; two egg yolks; two egg 
whites, beaten; one-fourth cup 
granulated sugar; one-fourth tea- 
spoon grated lemon rind. 

Mix prunes, brown sugar, flour, 
salt, cinnamon, juices and yolks. 
Cook in a double boiler until 
thick and creamy. Stir frequently. 
Pour in the crust. Add the granu- 
lated sugar to the whites and beat 
until creamy. Lightly spread over 
the prune filling and sprinkle with 
the rind. Bake 15 minutes in a 
slow oven. Serve warm or cold.

Spiced Crunches 
Two cups sugar; one teaspoon 
cinnamon; one-half teaspoon cloves;
